the United States court of appeals for 
the Indian Territory, the U. S. Eighth 
circuit court of appeals, and the su­ 
preme court of the United States, Mr. 
Williams has probably tried and won 
more law suits than any lawyer of his 
age in Indian Territory, and has as­ 
sisted in the trial of many of the most 
important suits that have been litigated 
in the Territory courts. 
Though still comparatively a young 
man. Robert L. Williams has for years 
been justly classed as one of the Terri 
tory’s leading lawyers and also a leader 
in the councils of the Democratic par­ 
ty.

Denison, Texas, April 9.-Officials of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas*have 
been notified that in certain sections 
of Texas w ater and grass are getting 
scarce and have been asked to send 
south all of the available cattle cars. 
The company is endeavoring to comply 
with the request, though it is realized 
that the effort to hurry the cattle ship­ 
ments will probably cause the road a 
large amount ofj trouble on account of 
the shortage of motive power.

GRASS SHORTAGE CREATES 


DEMAND FOR CATTLE CARS 


Denison, Texas, April 9.—Officials of I 


the Missouri, Kansas & TexasJiave 
been notified that in certain sections 
of Texas water and grass are getting 
scarce and have been asked to send 
south all of the available cattle cars. 
The company is endeavoring to comply 
with the request, though it is realized 
that the effort to hurry the cattle ship- 
ments will probably cause the road a 
large amount of j trouble on account of 
the shortage of motive power. It was 
expected that the stock would come in 
a rush, but it was not foreseen that it 
would be necessary to douole the exer- 
tions. 


In addition to releasing cars prompt- 


ly and returning them south, the com- 
pany is endeavoring to have the bad- 
order cattle cars got into shape for 
service. There are a large number of 
these cars which can be repaired, but 
which have been neglected, owing to the 
large amount of running repairs which 
were necessary during the winter. 


Cattle are now passing through Deni- 


son by tramloads. The Katy ia hand- 
ling a large amount of cattle for points 
on its own lines in Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma, and is delivering severe 
trainloadd daily to the Frisco. Suntla> 
three trains were given to the Frisc 
and today two trains.

OKLAHOMA WHEAT CROP 


DAMAGED 20 PER CENT 


Oklahoma City, Ok., April 10.—The 


wheat crop in Oklahoma this year has 
been damaged^at least 20 per cent and 
the oat crop fully 50 per cent as a re- 
s lit of the ravages of the greenbug 
through tlu- fields, according to the re- 
ports received by Secretary C. V. Top- 
ping of the Oklahoma Millers' associa- 
tion and made public today in the fifth 
crop bulletin issued from his office, 
showing the condition of wheat and 
oats. 


Lastjweek's general rain helped the 


growing wheat wonderfully. It has 
given more life and it can withstand, 
the working of the greenbug much 
better. The southern part of .Oklaho- 
ma show's the heaviest damage, and 
southwestern Oklahoma, although Kay, 
Noble and Logan 
counties 
report 


considerable damage. Ons account of 
too much rain and cold weather, the 
weather the .past -week'has not been 
faporablfl for the parasite. Raped* 
from some of the:8auth«[estern sections 
indicate that the greenbug has not done 
the damage expected the pait'wev'k' 


and there are hopes that it has reached 
the limit. 


The oats land is being put into corn 


and cotton. The oats crop in Southern 
Oklahoma is lost, but the corn acreage 
there is considerably increased. The 
end of this week should prove whether 
or not the parasitesare going to destroy 
the greenbug.
